Smoky  Old  Rose  with  darker  flaking.  Has 
a  beautiful  rose  blotch.  Tall  grower  with, 
six  to  eight  blooms  open  at  once.  Always 
straight  and  well  placed.  Good  propagator. 
Midseason  bloomer.  Price  each  any  size 
bulb  $2.50.
